Huts wore infested with vermin, ganitury arrangements were 
primitive and since the cump wus situutod noar a drainage Sswalp, 
mosquitoes were ubiquitous, food wus generally inadequate and some- 
times grossly insufiicient,. 


Botween November, 1942 and august, 1545, there were 2,430 
adinissions to hospitul. There were 60 deaths duc to disease. 


Sick men were fercec to go on working parties, where the 
work wus heavy. Pon were frequently beuten,. 


& complaint to the Cump Comsendent reg: rding the reduction 
of food resulted in the witness and mother officer being beaten. 
Requests tc the Jupunose MeO. to supply drugs und for improved diet 
were ignored. peaths were somotimes shewon douth certificates as 
due to starvation, The O's reply was thut if the witness continued 
to shew death as duc to sturvation,he would shew the prisoners what 
dexuth from sturvution reilly meunt. 


b) Prosecution documnt numbered 5264, the sffidavit of 
rujor I, F, MaCRAL, is proauced for identificution, and the marked 
excerpts thercin now offered in evidence, The documnt stutes that 
in Novembu:, 1942, the witness arrived in juinun with a draft of men. 
He confirms the conditions described in the precedim, document No.5335 
The wen wore cnyuged on building works for thu use of the Jupancse 


arty, and were beaten und kicked while so Goings 
Many men went to work burefoot, owin, to lack of footwear, 


In Yaisho there were many coolics working. They were 
sturved und emaciated in uppearence,. Tho witness saw the dead bodies 
of coolics dra_zcd out of the hospitul, hu he passed by; sometimes 
as ntany as ten to twelve, 


For breaches of ciscipline, coolieos were brought to the P/V 
Cump where tley were flog. ed and given the “utcr torture. 


In July, 1943, ubout 120 Chinese were buyonetted to death 
outside the Gump. 
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¢) Prosccution Document numberod 5250, the afficavit of 
As Fe ‘TINSOR, ia now introduced for identification, the marked €xcerpts 
thereof bcing offered in evidence, The document states thut about 120 
chinese were buyonettcd to deuth in 1943, because narcotics hud bow 
illeg.lly brought into a coolic cump ana these mon chosen at rundon were 
executed as « warning for the future.
